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No Recommenditions Yet for the New Positions of 
Assia aut Secretaries of War and Navy-— Pri- 
vate Bauks and B akers—Te Dupont 
Scaiue-—Other Items of Iateres'. 


Wasnincton, November 27.--Nothing defi- 
nite has been learned as yet from the ap- 
pointing power regarding the new assistant 
secretaries of war and navy. Both Secreta- 
ries Lincoin and Chandler say they have not 
récommended any one for the positions, and 
indicate from their manner that such officers 
are not really needed. Secretary Lincoln 
asked for an assistant Jast session, claiming 
that durng his absence irom’ the 
department there was no one 
to act for him, and he was compelled to 
transact business of 1mportant nature by tele- 
graph, which occasioned a good deal of incon- 
venience. An act was passed last winter by 
which the general of the army orany of the 
bureau officers can perform the duties of sec- 
retary duriog the absence of that officer, and 
hence Mr. Lincoln says there is now little 
need of an assistant. Regarding the assistant 
secretary of the navy, it is not known who in- 
stigate? the creation of that position, as the 
‘bureau officers have had the authority for 
some years to transact the business of the sec 
retary during his absence. It will be re- 
membered that early last session 
4 bill was introduced .in both 
houses anthorizing the appointment of an 
assistant secretary of the navy, and both 
committees to which the bill was referred re- 
ported adversely, at the instance of a commu- 
nication from the secretary stating that such 
an oflicer was not deemed necessary.. A clause 
was subsequently inserted in the legislative 
bill authorizing the appointment. It looks, 
therefore, as if the place was opened for some 
particular person, who either did not want it 
after it was made, orcould not bring influence 
enough to bear to get it. Unless some person 
of intluence applies for the position, it is 
probable that the law will be repealed. 

THE DEAD LETTER OFFICE SALE, 

Wasuincton, November 27.—A catalogue 
of the articles which have accumulated in the 
dead letter office, and which are to be sold at 
public auction, beginning on Monday, De- 
cember 4, has been prepared at the govern- 
ment printing oftice. The list of articles cov- 
ers 128 double-colamn pages, and includes all 
sorts of things. There are 12,002 lots, and in 
many cases a lot contains several articles of 
different kinds.” Among the articles enumer- 
ted are all sorts of soiled and unsoiled cloth 
ing, hardware, chromos, corsets, cigars unre- 
deemable coins and notes, watches and all 
kinds of jewelry, automatic toothp#-ks, re- 
volvers, hammocks, sheet music, *uskrat 
skins and more than 3,000 books. If the per- 
sons who mailed these 12,000 articles had 
placed their names and addresses on the 
wrappers, at least 90 per centof them would 
have been returned if they had been willing 
to pay the return postage. The amount real- 
ized by the sale of a package can be reclaimed 
by the sender or the person addressed after 
identification within four years from the 
time when it was recorded in the dead letter 
office, 

THE PUBLIC ESTIMATES, 

WasHincton, November 27.—Estimates of 
appropriations required for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1884, have been partially pre- 
pared for the house committee on appropria- 
tions. They are complete so far as they refer 
to the civil, military and naval establish- 
ments, foreign inter-course, Indian affairs, 
pessions, public works; 
eral of the miscellaneous 
The estimate for the Civ- 
il establishment aggregates $22,350,945; 
estimates for the same purposes last year 
amounted to $19,529,083 and the amount ap- 
propriated for the current fiscal year was 
$20,477,744. The civil establishment estimates 
are for salariesand other expenses of conduct- 
ing the department. The estimates so far 
made up for other expenditures of the aepart- 
ments are: Foreign intercourse, $1,390,9°5; 
military ,$28,901,445; naval,$23,481,078; Indian 
affairs $6,525 751; pensions $101,575,000; pub- 
lic works $14,361,715. The greatest increase 
of estimates over the amount appropriated 
last year is in the naval establishment, about 
$870,000,000; $6,330,000 is for the construction 
and. repair of vessels against $1,770,085 ap- 
propriated for the same purpose last year and 
$4,165,000 the year before. 

PRIVATE BANKS AND BANKING. 

WasHINGTON, November 27.—™“he report of 
the comptroller of curre: cy is made public. 
The total number of private bankers in the 
principal cities is 796, with an aggregate capi- 
tal of $74,440 590; aggregate deposits, $109,- 
741,746; invested in United States bonds, $10,- 
016.206. There are no private bankers in 
twenty-three states and territories having a 
capital in excess of $100,000. Exclusive of 
these sixteen principa: cities, the number is 
2.550; aggregate amount of capital, $29,287.- 
623; deposits, $181,970,664. The remaining 
thirteen states and territories contain sixty- 
five private bankers, with an aggregate capi- 
tal of $527,670; aggregate deposits, $3,909,750. 
Since the commencement of the national 
banking system eighty-seven banks bave been 
placed in the hands of receivers, and 420 
bankers voluntarily closed business, The 
loss to creditors in national banks, placed in 
the hands of receivers, is about $7,000,000. 

THE DUPONT STATUE. 

WaAsHINGTON, November 27.—The chief of 
engineers of the army, who is authorized to 

repare the pedestal and the grounds of the 

upont circle for the erection thereon of a 
monument to Rear-Admiral Dupont, has de- 
cided that the $10,000 appropriated at the last 
session of congress for this purpose is not 
available until the parties who 
have the modelling of the statue in 
charge have been heard from. 
Senator Bayard of Delaware, an old and inti- 
mate friend of the Jate admiral introduced 
the bill and urged its passage. He is expect- 
ed in Washington in a few days, when some 
steps will be taken toward raising funds for 
the statue. Rear Admiral Rodgers has also 
interested himself in the matter, and there is 
nodoubt manifested about receiving a_ suffi- 
cient sum from the many friends of the ad- 
miral for the purpose.

FREE CANALS WANTED. 


The Dominion Government Requested to Assume the 
Waterways. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, November 27.—The 
barbor commissioners here have presented a 
memorial to the Dominion -gevernnient, re- 
questing that, in view of the fact that the 
state of New York has incurred a debt of $40,- 
000,000 for money expended on a chain of 
canals, the Dominion canals be assumed by 
the government and the waterways be thrown 
open free for navigation, both from and to 
the west. They also ask that the debt of 
$3,000,000 incurred for deepening the 
channel between this port and 
Quebec be also assumed by  -the 
parliament; that about $100,000 received per 
awbuni as tonnege dues may be abolished on 
all shipping entering the port, makingit prac- 
tically free, except for wharfage rates, which 
are very small, They also urge that about 
$1,000,000 be expended in deepening the chan- 
nel in the next five years 2'4 feet more, mak- 
ing it nearly 30 feet. There is great excite- 
ment herein shipping and produce circles 
over the canal question. ‘The local board of 
trade has forwarded a petition to the yover- 
nor-general in council to-night, strenuously 
recommending the abolition of the eanal tolls 
ot every kind, so as to compete successfully 
With the Erie system. The petition Is aot 
available until ‘its receipt is acknowledged 
trom Ottawa. 
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A TREACHSfROUS MURDER. 


A Man of Many Wives Arrested—A Young Virginian 
Cuts His Throat.

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GOTHAM’S LITERATI 


Form a Club to Promote the Interesta cf Literary 
People. 

New York, Noveniter 22.—New

ton, Lawrence Hutton, Richard W. Gilder, 
editor of the Century, J. Brander Mathews 
and Charles DeKay have enrolied themselves, 
witha following numbering over 40.

Brewster, Cameren and 
James Young, the present chief clerk of the 
department of justice, are spoken of as likely 
to Marshall HIlenry. It is stated 
authoritatively by others that no further 
removals in connection ‘with the star route 
cases are contemplated by the president, at 
present. At least no further action of that 
character is pending. This would seem to in- 
dicate that there is no foundation for the ru- 
moss in circulation that Public Printer 
Rounds and District Attorney Corkhill are to 
be dismissed. It is kmown, however, that 
several officers of subordinate grade are to be 
dismissed. They are not incumbents of 
offices filled by presidential appointment. It 
is believed thar the suspected officials are in 
the post.oitice department. The appointment 
of Thomas L, Luiloch to succeed D,B. Ainger, 
as postmaster of Washington city, is only a 
temporary designation, 

It is believed, however, that it willbe made 
permanent. No selection has yet been made 
in regard to the vacancy in the district mar- 
shal’s office. An appointment to this office 
will be made in a day or two. The offices 
made vacant by the dismissal of Assistant- 
Postmaster Parker and Mr. Helm, foreman of 
the Congressional Record, will be filled by the 
city postmaster and tbe. public printer re- 
spectively. Senator Logan had an interview 
with the president agthe white house this 
afternoon, in conuection, it is said with the 
retention in office of Public Printer Rounds.

MACVEAGH ON TaE SITUATION. 

As soon as the letters of George Bliss and 
Attorney-:eneral brewster tpon the in- 
fluences.surrounding the star route trials, and 
upon which the removals of Saturday were 
based, a correspondent of a_ Philadelphia 
newspaper called attention to the fact that a 
letter from Kx-Attorney-General MacVeagh 
upon the same subject had been written but 
never published. ‘There has been considerable 
demand for this letter, andto nightit is given 
to the pullie through the in- 
tervention the Philadelphia Times, 
which publish it to-morrow. 
It is interesting at this particular time, but 
very long. Itis dated November 8th, 1881, 
and is addressed to President Arthur. After 
referring to a conversation which had gone 
before, Mr. MacVeagh proceeds: ‘‘As I have 
already told you, I knew comparatively noth- 
ing about the star route fraud until President 
Garlield called my attention to them. He 
spoke very earnestly of bis duty to have them 
thor. ughly investigated,'o remove al! persons 
who ought to have. prevented them and 
fo see that all persons were prose- 
cuted against whom  reszsonable ground 
for Suspicions were developed by the investi- 
gatiop, He said he had explained tothe post- 
master general the same views and also why 
he wished him to consult merather than the 
district attorney of the district of Columbia. 
The postmaster general called upon me and 
we went together to the president. He was 
quite emphatic as before in the expression of 
his own opinion upon the subject. He spoke 
of the fraudsas unparallelled villainies, asa 
loathsome ulcer on the body politic, need 
ing to be cut out with all its roots, no mat- 
ter where they extended. He stated that 
while it did not belong to 
my department, certainly not at all, 
at that stage of the matter, yet he wished to 
associate me with the postmaster-general to 
the extent of having the latter feel at perfect 
liberty to consult me atany timeabourit. He 
said he int:nded to remove General Brady as 
soon as the postmasier-general could find a 
satisfactory successor. Ata subsequent inter- 
view he regretted the delay in th.t matter, 
and urged his immediate removal. as he heid 
him principally responsible for the great 
frauds which he evidently was convinced had 
been committed. 

After referring to the storm of abuse which 
followed Brady’s remarks, from newspapers 
controlled by Lim, and giving the principal 
credit for the work of ferreting out the vil- 
M. 
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Gibson, Mr. MacVeagh says: 

I also fusisted from the first, and upon all proper 
occasions, that there was no possible vindication 
for anybody accused exceptan open t ial before 
the courtaud jury, ora frank abandonmentof the 
cases by the government, if the evidence did nut, 
in the opinion of tue president, justify prosecution. 
That was my whole connection with the cases up 
to the wounding of President Garfield, except that 
the day before he was shot he repexuted to ine his 
efforts to have Mr. Ridd.e appointed distiict attor 
ney of ihe district by President Hayes re- 
appointed and directed meto see Mr. Riddle, offer 
him the place in his name, andif he accepted i: to 
advise him by telegraph, ana he would reply, ask- 
ing me to request Corkhill’s resignation. I wrote 
Mr. Kiddle asking to see him, but he did wot see 
me until the night of the day President Garfield 
was wounded, .nd when we were expecting him 
to die very shortly. I then told Mr. Riddie in one 
of the upper rooms of the white house what had 
occurred, Aiter explaining that he anticipated 
Garfield's death and consequently his connection 
wich the cabinet and the star-route cases would 
cease, Messrs. B:ewster and Bliss were selected as 
special counsel for the government because, for 
personal and political reasons, these gentlemen 
could not fail but be agreeable to President 
Arthur. After which McVeagh ceased to be a mem.- 
ber of the cabinet. 

Assuming that his resignation had been accepted 
at thetimehe wrote, Mr. McVeagh explains why 
he considered it to be desirable, on public ground 
alone, that he should leave the eabinet. He says: ‘‘If 
the star route cases are to be tried they mus. be prin- 
cipally tried in the District of Columbia, and the ju- 
rors must be selected fiom itsr sidents pow in that 
district. Iam assailed twice each week day, once 
each mayaooe, newspaper is published and circula- 
ted among the people from whom the jurors are to 
be selected, filled witha base abuse of cvery- 
body connecied during President (sar- 
field’s lifetime with these’ investigations 
‘ihatis said to have gone on constantly as to Presi, 
dent Garfield up to the day he was shot, and as t 
all the rest of us ever since, and the influence o, 
sucha steady outpour upon a community of juror 
issure to begreat. lt is very true that the New York 
Times in this case, asin the Tweed case, has printed 
very many of the records, and with the aid of the 
press generally, has doubtless carried conviction to 
the general public, but among the public of the 
District of “Columbia, the papers controlled 
by Mr. Brady and edited by Mr. Gorham 
and others, circulate, I have no _ doubt, 
greatly in excess of uewspapers published 
elsewhere. Now while these newspapers have been 
abusing me they have been as steadily praising you, 
and to such an extent that they are sometimes 
foclishly mistaken for and called your organs. 
Then, too, you will have observed that both before 
and since I left Washington all kinds of fal-ehoods 
concerning our relations have been published, 
purporting to be semi-official, and if not inspired 
at least not disouraged. Of course, 1 know how 
absolutely untrue this is, but it serves the purooss 
of leading the people of .

By the way, our 
warehousemen are the most liberal in the 
country, too. Whenever an old farmer brings 
up his cotton and says he weighed it befor 

‘he brought it and it weighed so 
much, the farmer’s word is 
aken, the cotton dumped off, 
and he.is paid accordingly. ‘This, however, 
while it may be money in the farmer's pock- 
et, isnot altogethera square dea!, For in- 
stance, I bought 62 bales of farmer’s weights 
onlast Tuesday. Wednesday I sold it, and 
having it re-weighed it lost exactly 165 
pounds in 24 hours. In other words ’m out 
twelve or fifteen dollars that l ought not to 
be.

FIRE IN WASHINGTON, 


Two Mundred Bailes of Cot-on-.con #£lro—Religious 
Itema—Cotton. 


Special to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, Ga., November 27.—A few min- 
utes after the arrival of the train on Sunday 
evening the town was alarmed by the contin- 
ued blowing of the engine. A large crowd 
assembled at the depot to find a lotof two 
hundred ba'es of cotton on fire. The nearness 
of the water tank and the quiet work of the 
orowd enabled the larger partof the cotton 
to be saved. About forty bales were consum- 
ed, however, before it could be gotten under 
control. Noone knows the origin of the fire. 
Some attribute it to a spark from the engine, 
but it is more than probable that it was 
caused from a cigar dropped into 
it by some one, as a crowd assembles at the 
depot on Sunday evenings to await the ar- 
rival of the cars and a good deal of smoking 
is indulged in and Cigar stumps are thrown 
about promiscuously. The receip's at the 
depot on Saturday were the largest this year, 
three bundred and sixty bales being received. 
The total receipts at this depot since Ist of 
September are 8,000 bales. A little over half 
of the crop is suvposed to be now ib. 

Some of the big snow of last Monday night 
still remains on the ground. It was the heay- 
ieat snow ever seen in these parts, it having 
failen to the depth of seven to eight inches 
on the level. . 

The cotton fields are still white with cotton

REGULAR REPORT OF THE DAILY 
PROCEEDINGS. 


A Lively Discussion of the Election of the Hailrosad 
Commission Bill—Speechbes of the Membsrs on 
the Bill—Prolonged Debate on the 82ss.- 
ion of the General Assembd y, 


The senate was called to order by President 
Boynton yesterday, and the session was open- 
edas usual. Hon Malvin H. Wright of 
Richmond, and Hon. Patrick Walsh, of 
gusta, were invited to seats on the floor. 
motion of Mr. Davis, the bill to repeal the 
act defining the terms on which foreign cor- 
porations may hold lands in this state, was 
re-considered and re-committedto the com- 
mittee on the judiciary. Mr. Livingston ask- 
ed for and obtained consent to withdraw 
his bill providing for the establishment of ex- 
perimental farms in order that the appropria- 
ting clause might be stricken. A message 
was received from the house notifying the 
senate of the passage of certain bills. The spe- 
cial order which was a bill by Mr. Smith to 
provide for the election of railroad com- 
iniesioners by the people was then

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tuken up. The bill came up in 
the shupe of uu adverse re- 
port of the conmittee on railroads. Mr. 
Smith, the author ofthe bill, spoke in its 
favor. He was followed by Mr. Tutt, who 
opposed the bill. Mr. DuBignon spoke in 
favor of disagreeing to the roporce of the 
conimittee and passing the bill to a third 
reading. He sad the quertion wasa simple 
one. Shall the power be lodged in an execa- 
ive orshall it be exercised by the people 
w hose right it is? No one will 
deny who is acquainted with the ip- 
stitutions of the country that as 
an absolute, abstract right, all political pow- 
er is with the peop[e, and they have the right 
to name all officers. That isthe great truth 
that underlies the foundation of the govern- 
ment—the very mudsiil of the institutions of 
the country. Then why should the people 
the aselves not say who these 
commissioners shall be? For his 
part be wasin favor of the election of the 
judciary by the people. Woile he was satis- 
tied with the present judiciary, he believed 
that the standard would not be lowered by 
nlacing the election of judges in the hands of 
the people. Hespoke of the high standard 
of the judiciary of Alabama, Tennessee, Tex- 
as and Kentucky, in which states the 
judiciary is elected. He made no charge of 
corruption, but said that governors could be 
bue human, and he thought that it was best 
for them not to have the power of appointing 
the commissioners. He spoke of the argu- 
ment that the floating vote might be used by 
the powerful railroad corporations against the 
interesis of the state. Hesaid that the negro 
was learning to vote with the white man, and 
that the intelligence and patriotism of the 
people would take care of the mater. He 
said thathe did not believe it would be five 


years before the negro would accept all the | 
political ideas from the best white men in the | 


state. That would be the solution of the 
trouble over the floating vote. ‘fhe peop'e 
had been tried, and they had always been 
true and they wouid not be recreant jn this 
Case. 

Mr. Livingston replied to Mr. DuBignon. 
The commission bad been an experiment, and 
as it had proved asuccess it should not be 
timpered with. Well enough = sbouild be 
let alone. It was not practicable to sub- 
mit the question to the people because the 
law provides that one commissioner should 
be a man versed in railroad affairs, another a 
good iawyer and the. occupation of the third 
is not spec fied, The people could not dis- 
criminate between the candidates.

A MATTER FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


A Pennsylvania judge, at the close of a 
case in which corporation vr was interested, 
recently, stated that a large number of these 
concerns have their origin in Georgia. It 
would seem that for a corporation of any sort 
to procure a charter under the laws of Geor- 
gia, is as easy as to get a night's lodging, and 
a large number of corporations and combina- 
tions of one sort and another have taken ad- 
vantage of this condition of looseness to secure 
corporate power with no intention of doing 
business in this state. They achieve domi- 
cile but have no real or responsible 
relations to the because they 
have no capital here and 
because their business is elsewhere. They 
have no responsibility to the law, and evade 
taxation everywhere. 

The Peruvian company is @ case in point. 
The charter of that company was secured in 
Georgia, but the company itself does business 
elsewhere. There are a number of other 
strictly northern corporations who have ta- 
ken the advantage of the laws of Georgia to 
secure corporate power and thus evade re- 
sponsibility to the public where their busi. 
They 
property in Georgia, and their assets cannot 
be taxed here; and they have no responsibili- 
ty anywhere. 

There ought to be a remedy for this sort of 
thing, far as (reorgia is con- 
cerned, and there one. ee 
a matter that the legislature should look in- 
to. Letthe law be so modified or revised 
that a company which seeks corporate power 
in Georgia shall be forced to give some sort 
of guarantee of its purposes. It may be 
taken for granted that a company which ap- 
plies for a charter under the Georgia law for 
the purpose of doing business in New York 
or in any other state away from its legal dom- 
icile is endeavoring in some way to evade its 
justresponsibilities to the public. There 
may be exceptions, but these exceptions can 
well afford to furnish the guarantees and 
comply with the exactions which the legisla- 
ture, in modifying the law, may wisely see 
fit to impose. 

This may or m4y not be an important mat- 
ter, but it seems to us to be worthy the at- 
tention of the legislature. It is true that the 
granting of these charters under the laws of 
Georgia do not put the people of the state to 
any great inconvenience, but it gives the 
corporations so established an opportunity 
to evade the responsibilities they owe to the 
public where they do business. There should 
be no such loophole in the laws of Georgia, 
and wherever one exists it should be prompt- 
ly remedied by the general assembly.

The banks have adopted *the practice of 
’ the checks instead of certifying them. 
They rely on the fact that such acceptances are not 
speciaily forbidden in the law and claim the right 
to make them under the powers conferred upon 
them in the banking act, ‘‘To make contracts’’ and 
to exercise ‘‘all such incidental vowers as shall be 
necessary tocarry onthe business of banking.’’ 
The attorney-general has given no intimation of 
his probable decision, butit seems to be expected 
that he will decide that such acceptances are not in 
themselves violations of the law against over-cer- 
tifications, and thatthe officers and employes of 
the banks cannot therefore be made criminally 
liable. 

But that does not end the matter. The controiler 
submitted three questions to the attorney general. 
The first was whether the banks had the right to 
ae such acceptances. The second question was: 
‘ifanational bank has the power to make such 
an acceptance, would such an acceptance ata time 
when the money was not on deposit ‘to the credit 
drawer be a liability to it for money borrow- 
ed, and as such be required to be limited to one- 
tenth of the paid-in capital of the bank, as provided 
by section 5,400, United States revised statutes.’’ 
The third inquiry was: “If a national bank has 
the power to accept such checks, equal in amount 
inany one case to one-tenth of itsfcapital, would 
the acceptance of any number of such checks to 
an amount exceeding in the aggregate the amount 
of its paid-in capita! be a violation of section 5,202, 
United States revised statutes?’’ 

Section 5.200 provis des that thet liabilities to 
any ational bank rs auy person or of auy compa 
ny, corporation or firm for money borrowed shall 
wb no time exceed os tenth of the capital paid in.

His Address to the Joint Commit'tresoa the Forth- 
eom'ng History ot Georgia. 
- Yesterday afternoon the senate chamber was well 
filled to hear what Colonel Charles C. Jones, Jr., of 
Augusta, had to say in reference to the ‘‘Forthcom- 
ing History of Georgia.’’ I{* appeared before the 
joint committee on finance and education. 
His remarks were characteristically modest and 
were received with marked respect. A memorial 
resented to the legislature by Colonel Gary of 
ichmond, asks tha: the governor be au horized to 
purchase five hundred copies of the history at a 
price not to exceed F> per copy. ihe memorjal alrea- 
dy had many warm advocates in the legi-lature and 
the rema:ks of Colone! Jones increased their 
number. He spoke briefly of the intense labor 
aud patience necessary to such fs 
work and of the devotion with which he had un- 
dertaken it. He has now ready two volumes 
which brings the history of Georgia from its earli. st 
settlement to!783. Hestated thatif the memorial 
were granted he would be able te brisg out the two 
o:her volumes pursuing the barrative up within 
memory of living men. The plan of the work 
was Cl: er and forcivly set forth. 

‘Those who have seen the history are unanimous 
in the declaration tbat itisa most faithful,remantic 
and entertaining chronicle of Georvia’s foundation 
and rise. Colonel Jones has studied for years the 
materials he has wroughtinto his story. It will 
doubtless be a work of great value. The friend. of 
Colonel Joves are hopeful of a faygrable report 
from the joint committees.

HOW ME DID THE DERD. 

Turning frem the letters, which were evidence 
enough that the deceased died by his own hand, 
Coroner Hillburn began searching for the means 
of death. On the floor was found a piece of red 
twine such usis used in drug stores, but no peper 
could pe seen. In a tumbler which was in the 
washstand within reach of the bed, was a white 
drug that was easily ascertained to be morphir e, 
but there was no way to learn how mucb of the 
fatal drug had been swallowed by the suicide. Iu 
his vest pocket was a purse con taiuing the following 
words on a piece of paper: 

If should happen todie I write this so as you 
mayknow wholam My name is Leon Stewart, of 
Scooba, Kemper county, Miss, and you will confer 
a great favoron my wife and child by sending her 
at Scovba, Kemper county. Mise, proof of my 
death, with all papers fuund On me.

On the back of 
the envelope was written “‘Opened through wmis- 
take’’ in ink, and **Miss Jennie Mayes, last house 
on Decatur street,’’ in pencil. It was from bis 
mother and was received by Stewarton Saturday, 
last, and read:
